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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
6138656 issued to Rice. 

3. With respect to claim 1 , Rice discloses a toy gun, comprising: 

A frame 2 including a barrel 41 , a loading chamber formed in cylindrical bore 40, a 
; magazine 6, a trigger 8; 

; A movable member 27 comprising a piston and movable between a first direction and a 

■■ second direction; 

: A drive mechanism 28; 

; A gas supply controller 25/26; 

; a gas passage forming member 29; and, 

i a movable valve 18/19 forming a first gas passage 55 for guiding gas into the loading 
chamber and a second gas passage for guiding gas to the piston. When the portion 18 
of the gas flow control mechanism is activated by a ram head 29 the passage 54 is 

; open while the passage leading from control mechanism 19 to the piston is closed. 

: After the ram head is retracted, gas flow control mechanism 18 is deactivated resulting 
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in a closing of passage 54. At this point, high-pressure chamber 16 is re-pressurized 
allowing gas to be bled therefrom. 

4. With respect to claim 2, Rice discloses a paintball gun. 

5. With respect to claim 3, Rice discloses a movable member comprising a piston 
27. 

6. With respect to claims 5 and 6, Rice discloses a gas supply controller comprising 
a gas chamber 26 and a control valve 25. 

Response to Arguments
